The program is expected to

lax relief to California home­ 
owners and renters. Increased 
Hate income and sales taxes 
sre expected to provide the bulk 
>f replacement revenues lor the 
•ost property taxes. 
Flournoy headed a blue-rib- 
>oti tax reform commission for 
'he governor last year, but Rea- 


2an rejected some of Flournoy's 
<ey proposals outright, rnclud- 
ng mandatory withholding of 
income taxes. 
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Bagley, 
also 
a

advocate, was openly critical of 
parts of the governor's program 
last year and the package failed 
to get out of committee. 


Bagley plans to have a with­ 
holding bill again this year, but 
said he would not push it as a 
part of the governor's tax pro­ 
gram. 


Flournoy said he expects the 
program to contain these gen­ 
eral concepts: 


— An increase of the home­ 
owner s current property tax 
exemption, when it was granted 
two years 
ago, 
provided 
an 
average $70 property tax break. 


The state would take over 
some county programs, possibly 
welfare administration, thus re­ 
lieving the counties of the need 
to raise property tax levels to 
keep uj> with those programs. 


— A statewide equalized pro­ 
perty tax for schools designed 
to put poorer school districts on 
a more even financial footing 
w ith the wealthier ones. 


— The closing of some tax 
loopholes, including the reduc­ 
tion of the oil depletion allow­ 
ance from 274 per cent to 23 
per cent. 
Bagley said there is agree­ 
ment on the general concepts ot 
the program. Negotiation of de­ 
tails is expected to take another 
week. Then comes the drafting 
of the proposals into actual bills. 
Meanwhile, the lawmakers re­ 
turned for the fourth week of 
the 1970 session. 
So far, action has been limi­ 
ted to introduction of bills, or­ 
ganizational matters, and politi­ 
cal maneuvering in this election 
year. 
The constitution prevents the 
lawmakers from holding com­ 
mittee hearings on bills until 
one month after they have been 
introduced.

At 9.6 Billion 


Gallons In 1969 


The Marin Municipal Water 
District pumped approximately 
9.6 billion gallons to 49.692 cus­ 
tomers in 1969 and pumped 40 
million gallons per day regular­ 
ly during the summer for the 
iirst time in the district’s histo­ 
ry. the distri< t’s annual report 
indicates. 


The report said that the dis­ 
trict first had a 40-million-gallon 
da\ in 1966. had 13 such days in 
1968 but 40 million gallon days 
became ’‘common occurrence" 
during 1969. 


The report said that there! 
were 470 new hookups in 1969 
bringing the total number of 
persons served to an estimated 
170,000 through the 49,692 hook­ 
ups. 


Revenue from the sale of wa­ 
ter amounted to $3.844.160 and 
61 per cent of this was spent on 
operation; 21 per cent went to 
pa> off bond and interest re­ 
demption. and 17 per cent went 
for capital improvement. One 
per cent went for miscellaneous 
expense.

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Romney Edges Away 


From Senate Race 


WASHINGTON’ AP' 
Secre­ 
tary of Housing George Romney 
expressed hope today that Mich­ 
igan Republicans could agree on 
some candidate other than him 
to run for the Senate this year. 
But Romney declined to take 
himself completely out of con­ 
sideration for the nomination to 
oppose the incumbent Demo­ 
crat.

‘ Our department's new hous­ 
ing and urban programs are at 
a critical state, and the national 
program for voluntary action is 
about to be launched." Romney 
told a news conference. “ As a 
result, at this particular time 
they require my complete atten­ 
tion."

said. 
Romney was asked why he 
did not categorically rule him­ 
self out of contention. 
"I don't think any human 
being can know with absolute 


certainty what future events 
will bring." he replied. 
The former Michigan gover­ 
nor said also that his wife Le- 
nore is not an active contender 
for the job. 
"She will not be a consensus 
candidate unless they cannot 
unite on someone else," Rom-1 
ney said. "Only in that event j 
will she consider it.” 
Mrs. Romney has been men­ 
tioned as a possible candidate; 
by House GOP Leader Gerald 
R. Ford, among others. 
Michigan Republican leaders 
will meet later this week in St. 
Clair in an attempt to agree dn 
a candidate. Romney declined! 
to endorse anyone else specifi­ 
cally for the nomination, and 
said he would not attend the 
consensus meeting this week. 
“ 1 am very hopeful they will

date.” he said. 
Romney declined to elaborate 
on his statement and would not 
say under questioning whether 
and how far he has left the door 
open for possible candidacy.

Nixon Reaffirms Policy 


To Send Arms To Israel 


WASHINGTON <AP) - Presi­ 
dent 
Nixon 
has 
reaffirmed 
American policy to supply arms 
to Israel and to support direct 
negotiations between the Israe­ 
lis and the Arabs as the best 
way to end the Mideast crisis. 
The President gave his views 
in a message Sunday to the 
opening session of the National 
Emergency 
Conference 
on 
Peace i the Middle East. 
Nixon said of the arms matter 
in the message read to about 
1.000 delegates by Max Fisher 
of Detroit: 
"The United States is pre­ 
pared to supply military equip­ 
ment necessary to support the 
efforts of friendly governments, 
like Israel's, to defend the safe­ 
ty of their people 
"We would prefer restraint in 
the shipment of arms to this 
area. But we are maintaining a 


careful watch on the relative 
strength of the forces there, and 
we will not hestitute to provide 
arms to friendly states as the 
need arises." Nixon said. 
On the negotiation-, question, 
the President '-aid: 
"The United States believes 
that peace can be based only by 
and that- agreement can be 
achieved on through negotia­ 
tions between them. We do not 
see any substitute for such ne­ 
gotiations if peace and security 
arrangements acceptable to the 
parties are to be worked out.” 
Nixon disclaimed any I S 
wish to negotiate or impose 
peace terms. 
The conference i- sponsored 
by the presidents of more than a 
score of national Jewish organi­ 
zations. They said in a state­ 
ment the conference “ was conv­

FORT WALTON BEACH, Fla. 
(A P) — Financier Louis Wolf- 
son was released from federal 
prison today after serving nine 
months for selling unregistered 
stock. 


Claude Williams, superintend­

federal prison at nearby Eglin 
Air Force Base, said Wolfson 
left sometime after midnight. 
Wolfson was met at the gate 
by members of his famrly. Wil­ 
liams said. Wolfson had turned 
in his prison clothing and equip­ 
ment Friday and was eligible 
for release anytime after mid­ 
night Sunday, the superintend­ 
ent said.

release. 
Wolfson. who will be 56 Wednes­ 
day, described himself as “ per­ 
haps wiser*’ but not bitter.

won release three months early 
on 
his one-year sentence.

and

structing an investigation by the 
Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission.

Abe Fortas led to the justice's 
resignation from the Supreme 
Court. 
Sunday, the Miami millionaire 
issued a statem ent calling for 
m ajor changes in Am erica’s pe­ 
nal system.

What is this 
strike all about? 


For the first time in its 108-year history the 


Independent-Journal is faced with a work stoppage 
by its union employees who belong to San Francis­ 
co Typographical Union No. 21. 
W hat is the strike all about? How did it 


happen? The answers to those questions are not 


simple because it should not have happened. W e 
suspect the unions agree with that. 


First of all let's tell you what it is not about. It 


is not about wages. I-J printers and all other union 


employees are paid the prevailing scale of wages 
in the Bay area, one of, if not the highest in the 


United States. The scale of wages was not in dis­ 
pute. In addition, l-J printers participate in a gen­ 


erous voluntary profit-sharing plan never negotiat­ 
ed by the union but voluntarily initiated by the late 
Publisher Roy A. Brown in 1956. 


It is not about hours. It is not about holidays. 
It is not about vacations. It is not about fringe ben­ 


efits—health and welfare or pension funds or sick 
leave which have been agreed on and are being 
paid. 


W hat then are the issues on which negotia­ 
tions broke down? 


First is the issue of "reproduction" or "dead- 


horse" or "bogus" as it is variously called. This is a 


practice, dating back to 1872, by which the union 


requires that advertising matter which is supplied 


to the l-J ready for publication must, after publica­ 


tion, be set in type, proofread, corrected, and then 


thrown away. The practice is archaic; it serves no 


useful purpose and is costly; once required in all 


printers' contracts by the I.T.U. general laws, it has 


in the past three years been removed from the 
I.T.U. general laws and made a negotiable item. It 
is universally despised by publisher and printer 


alike. In 1960 I.T.U. international representative 
Joseph Baird of San Francisco made a study of this 
practice for then I.T.U. President Elmer Brown and 


estimated that only 2 to 5 per cent of the locals he 


visited were actually doing "bogus" reproduction. 


The l-J made a generous offer of added job 
security based on the elimination of reproduction. 


Although it continues to claim this item is negotia­ 
ble, San Francisco Typographical Union No. 21 
never made a single proposal in negotiations for 
its elimination. 


Second is the matter of appeals from dis­ 


charge. The past practice was that a printer dis­ 
charged for cause had only to appeal to his co­ 


workers at the unit or union local level for rein­ 


statement. Final recourse was to the I.T.U. Execu­ 
tive Council and the I.T.U. convention. The publish­ 


er could plead his case but had no voice in the de­ 
cision. It is sometimes called the "mother-in-law" 


clause because the publisher is in the position of a 
husband appealing to his mother-in-law to settle an 
argument with his wife. It is rapidly disappearing 
from I.T.U. contracts as being both unfair and 


largeiy unworkable. 
The l-J proposed an appeals procedure simi­ 
lar to that in its other union contracts: Appeal to a 
joint standing committee consisting of representa­ 


tives of both the publisher and the union with the 
discharge to be submitted to 
binding 
impar­ 


tia l arbitration if the joint committee could not re­ 


solve the issue. The union refused to budge and in­ 
sisted on continuing the unfair past practice. 


Third is the procedure for the settlement of 
other grievances. Both the l-J and the union pro­ 
pose that grievances be settled by appeal to a 
joint standing committee representing both publish­ 


er and the union with final recourse to binding ar­ 
bitration. However, the l-J insists that it be entitled, 


as any employer would be,to control the work du r­ 


ing the prompt settlement of 
the grievance; 
the 


union insists that the"status qu o" be maintained. 
Experience has indicated that it usually is not poss­ 


ible during the dispute to agree on what the status 


q u o " is. The only union with which the l-J has ever 


had a formal grievance procedure is the typo­ 


graphical union, all other grievances having been 


settled by amicable conferences between repre­ 


sentatives of the publisher and of the other unions. 


Fourth is the issue of the foreman being re­ 


quired to be a member of the union. The National 


Labor Relations Act as confirmed by Federal courts 
says that the foreman is not properly a member of 


the bargaining unit. The courts have ruled that 
while the union may bargain on this issue it may 


not strike because of it. In effect, the union contin­ 
ues to insist on the power to fine or otherwise disci­ 


pline the publisher's representative and supervisor, 
the foreman, for carrying out the instructions of the 
publisher. 


There are minor issues which lend themselves 
to settlement by negotiation. 


This then is what has caused the disruption of 
the production and distribution of the Independent- 


Journal and deprived some 60-odd union employ­ 
ees of their regular livelihood. 


How did it happen? 


The l-J s agreement with San Francisco Typo­ 
graphical Union No. 21 
expired N ovem ber 2, 


1968. Prior to its expiration both the union and the 


publisher made comprehensive proposals. On Sep­ 
tember 1 3 the 
union notified the publisher in writ­ 


ing that as of November 13, 1968, "an y agree­ 
m ent-w ritten, oral, or im p lie d -o r any conditions 


of employment or other understanding now in ef­ 


fect between San Francisco Typographical Union 


No. 21 and the S an Rafael Independent-Journal 
will term inate." Shortly after negotiations began 


an impasse was threatened over the issue of repro­ 
duction, and it was agreed to suspend formal ne­ 


gotiations while the publisher's representative and 
the president of the San Francisco local sought a 


mutually acceptable solution to this issue. Frequent 
informal meetings were held between the publish­ 
er's representative, the president of the union lo­ 
cal, and later the international representative of 
the I.T.U. At no time did the union make any pro­ 
posal other than its original one for the settlement 
of this issue. 


At the tenth meeting on March 14, 1969, the 


international representative of the I.T.U. asked the 
publisher's representative to submit a new propos­ 
al, a "best offer" on all unresolved issues. "Let's 
get up to the 5-yard line." The publisher's repre­ 
sentative acceded to the request. 


The Independent-Journal then prepared and 
submitted a new proposal including all items then 


agreed and substantially modifying the proposal 
on unresolved issues. 


On April 29, 1969, this new proposal was 
reacted on 14 points, the union making no coun­ 


terproposal of any kind. It was agreed that an 


impasse in negotiations had been reached, but 
both parties agreed not to close the door finally on 
an attempt to reach a settlement. 


At the request of the union, the publisher's 


representative on June 2, 1969, traveled to the 
international headquarters of the I.T.U. in C olora­ 
do Springs for informal meetings with the interna­ 
tional officers and a formal meeting with the Exec­ 


utive Council and San Francisco union representa­ 
tives. 


The meetings were amicable, the internation­ 
al officers indicated that all the unresolved issues 
were negotiable, and the union agreed, as re­ 
quired by law, that the publisher could implement 


increases in the scale of wages paid to l-J printers 
to conform to the area scale. 
This acquiesc­ 


ence by the union, which had earlier been refused, 


was confirmed during later negotiations with the 


local committee of the San Francisco union and 


implemented by the l-J. 
Negotiations were resumed and encouraging 


progress was made on minor issues. 
On O ctober 17, 1969, the situation began to 


deteriorate. An l-J printer was discharged for 


cause; the union insisted that past appeals prac­ 
tice, which had pertained under the terminated 


contract be followed; and the l-J said that it would 
accept an interim appeals procedure consistent 
with its bargaining position but not the old prac­ 
tice. The I.T.U. international representative then 


said, "The union's position is that the condition for 


any further negotiations is unqualified acceptance 
by the company of all terms of the old contract on 


a day-to-day basis pending the final outcome of 
negotiations." 


The publisher's representative demurred and 
the I.T.U. representative then concluded, "I don't 
know of any basis on which to schedule further 
meetings." 


The publisher's representative said that he 
was disposed to meet at any time if there is any 
remote possibility of a basis on which to proceed, 
and negotiations were ended. 


At the request of other unions with which the 


l-J had contracts the publisher's representative 
twice met with a committee of the other unions and 


the printers' union. The printers' union rejected 
proposals for interim ground rules both from the 
other unions and from the l-J. 


The publisher's representative met twice more 
with the international representative of the I.T.U. 
and the president of another union who offered to 


serve as a mediator. The meetings were not fruit­ 
ful. The publisher's representative also offered to 
meet with an international vice president of the 
I.T.U. in a last-ditch effort to avoid a strike, but 
this offer was ignored. 


On the evening of January 6, 1970, the Inde­ 


pendent-Journal was informed that the San Fran­ 
cisco printers' union was organizing pickets and 
would picket the l-J the following morning. 


A prompt check of composing room equip­ 
ment revealed that wiring and electronic controls 
had been damaged and that electronic circuitry 
had been sprayed with epoxy. During the night 
tires were slashed on l-J delivery trucks and one 
radiator was smashed. 


The l-J called in executive and supervisory 
personnel and other employees to repair damaged 
equipment. When I.T.U. pickets appeared at the l-J 
at 6:40 the following morning, the l-J proceeded to 
publish the Wednesday, January 7, 1970, edition 
using executive and supervisory personnel and 


other employees. Some union employees reported 
for work, but members of the stereot/pers'and 


pressmen's union refused to cross the picket line. 
The 44-page edition was published from 4 to 6 
hours late. 


Some vio^nce occurred when other employ­ 
ees reported for work and when l-J delivery trucks 
left the plant. One delivery truck was later forced 
from the road and damaged with personal injury 
to an occupant. 


On Thursday, January 8, the l-J obtained a 
tem porary restraining order limiting picketing and 


forbidding violence and threats of violence. The 
effect of this order was to reduce violence except 


that slashing of tires on l-J trucks and employees' 
cars and threatening phone calls continued. On 


Saturday, January 17, a mass demonstration in 
violation of the restraining order was held at the 
l-J plant. 


The rally finally dissipated, but picketers re­ 
turned to the l-J plant and threatened to prevent 
distribution of the Saturday edition. At the request 


of the police the l-J delayed distribution for more 
than two hours, but it was finally determined to 
start distribution and the police were required 
to restrain unruly picketers. 


Eggs and paint were spread on the building 
and tires were slashed. 


Since the beginning of the strike no attempt 
has been made by officers of the printers' union or 


other unions involved to initiate discussions de­ 
signed to bring an early halt to the strike. 


l-J publisher Wishard A. Brown has said: "W e 
have full legal rights and moral obligations to con­ 
tinue publishing the Independent-Journal without 
interruption."

SACRAMENTO - Legislation 
to create a Metropolitan Trans­ 
portation Commission to coordi­ 


nate transportation development 
in the nine Bay Area counties 
was introduced today by Assem­ 
blyman John F Foran, D-San 


Francisco. 
Koran's bill would create a 
19-member board with the re­ 
sponsibility 
tor 
transportation 
planning, and would empower it 
to decide when and where the 
state could spend money for 
both the freeway and conven­ 
tional highway systems. State 
officials traditionally have op­ 
posed relegating this responsi­ 
bility to local officials. 


But Foran declared that “ the 
unbridled d e v e l o p m e n t of 
bridges, 
highways 
and 
mass 
transit facilities is no longer tol­ 
erable.” 


His bill would affect the Gold­ 
en Gate Bridge District’s plans 
to get into the transit business 
by requiring the district’s plans 
to conform with the MTC’s re­ 
gional plan. 


The 19 members of the MTC 
board would be selected as iol- 
lows: 10 from Alameda, Contra 
Costa. San Francisco. San Ma­ 
teo and Santa Clara counties, 
live ot whom are appointed by 
the boards of supervisors and 
live jointly by the cities in each 
county; four members appoint­ 
ed by city and county officials 
of Marin. Napa, Solano and So­ 
noma counties, and five mem­ 
bers representing the Associa­ 
tion of Bay Area Governments, 
the state Business and Trans­ 
portation Agency and the feder­ 
al departments of transportation 
and housing and urban develop­ 
ment. 


Koran's bill provided that the 
MTC be incorporated into any 
regional government set up in 
the future.

For some time the teisty 73-

lladdam. Conn.. has been trying 
to get the IRS to sue her in 
court but, she says, they re­ 
fused 
Now. she1 continues, the 
gov ernment has I mall,v made a 
mistake and she can take« the in­ 
itiative 


THE IRS said it had disallow 
ed certain medical expenses and 
she still owed $813.30 on her 
1965 income tax. Not so, savs a 


petiton filed in the Tax Court 
ol the I n it ed States. Miss Kel- 
ienis is not only entitled to the 
deduction hut also *2.930.13 for 
overpayment that vear. her peti­ 
tion says. 
' The 
government 
actually 
owes me STd.OOO- S48.000 illegal­ 
ly collected the past 21 years 
plus 6 per cent interest." she 
said in an interv iew. 
Miss Kellems fought the gov ­ 
ernment to a standstill in a 1948 
ease involving the withholding 
tax 
In that fight, a jury re­ 
turned to her all but 8300 ot 
about $8.000 attached from her 
company's bank account after 
she refused to withhold taxes 
from her employes’ paychecks. 
She said she refused to be the 
government’s tax collector. 


Now. she contend- that the 
IRS illegally charges a higher 
rate on net taxable income of 
single persons. 


THE DISPARITY in rate-, a 
chart she developed shows, be­ 
comes greater the higher the 
taxable income is For instance, 
on a net income of $50.000 after 
all deductions a single person 
would pay *22.590 and a married 
person $17.060 
Her attorney. David Shelton 
of Washington, states in the pe­ 
tition that this violates the •‘5th, 
14th and 16th amendments to 
the Constitution . . . and consti­ 
tutes taking property without 
due process of law. the denial ol 
equal protection of law and the 
arbitrary confiscation ol proper- 
tv " 


VIV IEN K E L L E .M S. 72, of East 
lladdam. Conn.. longtime adversary 
of the Internal Revenue Service, has 
filed a petition in Washington at the« 
Tax court of the T i n t e d States 
claiming a tax overcharge. Miss Kel­ 


lems claims that she has been ille­ 
gally overtaxed because she is sin­ 
gle and that a married person pays 
at a lower rate on his net taxable 
income than she does.

" I ’m perfectly willing to pay 


taxes.' Miss Kcllem says, “ but 


at the same rate as anybody 
else." 


Her petition quotes Edwin S 


Cohen, assistant secretary of 


the Treasury for tax policy, as 
testifying:

disproportionately 


high in relation to that of mar­ 


ried persons who enjoy the ben­ 


efits of income splitting." 


SHE HAS K EPT up a lively 


correspondence with Treasury 


Secretary Dav id M Kennedy and

Bagley Back With Bill To 


Reform Appraiser's System 


1-J Special Report 


SACRAMENTO — Assembly­ 
man William T. Bagley. R-San 
Rafael, today reintroduced a 
bill to reform the state’s 57- 
year-old system of having inher­ 
itance tax appraisers appointed 
by the state controller. 
The present controller, Repub­ 
lican Houston I. Flournoy, cam­ 
paigned in 19GB on a pledge to 
replace the present <ystem with 
one allowing self appraisal and 
creating a staff o! professional 
appraisers in the controller's of­ 
fice. 
Flournoy, and the system’s 
many 
other c r i t i c s, 
have 
charged it has been abused in 
thi1 past as a device tor raising 
campaign funds from political 
appointees. 
Bagley has tried since 1982 to 
get the reform hill through the 
1 legislature, each year getting 
the hill a little further along in 
the process before it was killed. 
Legislative Analyst A. Alan 
Post has estimated that abolish­ 
ing the present system would 
save heirs and taxpayers about 
53.8 million in the first full vear

A Tiburon couple has filed 
suit in Marin Superior Court 
against the South Tahoe Public 
Ftilities District, charging that 
the district has done $1,5 million 
damage to their property in ad­ 
dition to killing $300.000 worth of 
trees by incorrectly spraying 
sewage effluent. 
In the suit filed Friday. Aram 
and Stella Harootunian oi 28 
Marinero Circle said they had 
entered a two-vear lease with 
the district in 1966 to allow the 
district to use their 365-acre 
property at South Lake Tahoe 
for spraying effluent from the 
n e x t - d o o r sewage treatment 
plant. 
The district agreed at that 
time, according to the suit, that 


the Harootunians w o u l d be 
reimbursed $150 each for any 
tree over 30 feet tall which was 
damaged. 
However, th e Harootunians 
claim that the district failed to 
use good engineering practices, 
and caused oversaturation of 
the property which resulted in 
the destruction of 2,000 trees. 
They also said that more trees 
will die before the case can 
come to trial and that erosion 
and damage to other plant life 
have caused their property to 
decline in value $1.5 million. 
Harootunian said today that 
the suit should not have been 
filed, as the case was near set­ 
tlement, and that he plans to 
ask his attorney to withdraw it 
tomorrow.

WASHINGTON - The Presi­ 
dent’s address to Congress re­ 
veals more about the stale of 
Richard Nixon than about the 
State of the Union. 


In substance, style and locus 
it shows Mr. Nixon to be un­ 
conventional. 
unconservative 
and—we use the word in its fa­ 
vorable sense—political. 


This is not surprising; it was 
to be expected; it is authentic 
Nixon. 


HE 
SHOWS 
HIMSELF 
a 
shrewd political strategist by 
seizing the initiative from the 
opposition on one domestic is­ 
sue which anxiously concerns 
nearly every voter today—the 
mounting and pervasive pollu­ 
tion of our environment. 


That’s a political feat. How 
could the President succeed in 
doing it at a time when the 
Democratic leaders in Con­ 
gress are willing and eager to 
promise more and spend more 
than the President can possi­ 
bly justify until the Vietnam­ 
ese war is over and inflation 
under c o n t r o 1? Surely the 
Democrats had every reason 
to assume that Nixon was box­ 
ed in by his own policy from 
doing more than saying "me. 
too.’’ 


But he did it—and here is 
how : 


BY USING a short, succinct, 
single-targeted 
Stale 
of 
the 
Union address to make one 
concrete, 
total commitment: 
clean up the lakes and rivers 
of the nation soon and keep 
them clean. 


The President was careful 
not to promise more than he 
could deliver; that is authentic 
Nixon, that is the key to the 
Nixon a p p r o a c h : that big 
promises are a political liabili­ 
ty. not a political asset, be­ 
cause they raise false hopes, 
which cannot be fulfilled. Thus 
Nixon p r o p o s e d to spend 
enough and do enough in the 
visible future lo lick complete­ 
ly one of the worst aspects of 
environmental 
degradation, 
the massive, unbridled pollu­ 
tion of lakes and rivers. 


This will be a tangible and 
visible achievement, 
and 
it 
will be an earnest pledge of 
things to come. It will take 
money but not so much money 
thai it cracks the dike of a 
necessarily tight, anti-inflation 
budget. 


THERE 
ARE 
TWO 
other 
reasons why the administra­ 
tion chose to make cleaning up 
the lakes and rivers the show­ 
case of its antipollution policy. 
One is that it can be done 
effectively and soon because 
the technology for doing it is 
already well developed. The 
other is that ending the pollu­ 
tion of the air cannot be done 
effectively and soon because 
the technology for doing it is 
not yet available. Unless, of 
course, the public wants to 
s.toh driving automobiles and 
riding in airplanes, which it 
doesn’t. It will probably take 
another 10 years before a pol­ 
lutant-free automobile engine 
e in be perfected. 
This doesn't mean that other 
measures 
across 
the 
whole 
spectrum of pollution are not 
needed. More is needed and it 
will be the duty of the new en­ 
vironmental policy council to 
propose and supervise these 
measures. More research is 
n e e d e d . More education is 
needed so the public will be 
willing to pay the bill. Private 
inindustry must do more to end 
its part 
in pollution or be 
made to do so. Uniform state 
laws will be needed. 
There is plenty to do but it is 
all to the good that Mr. Nixon 
is proposing to carry through 
to completeness one very big 
tiling very soon; cleaning up 
the lakes and rivers. 


IT IS AN ASSET, 
not a 
weakness, for a president to 
be political. Strong presidents 
like Lincoln, the two Roosev­ 
elts, Harry Truman were polit­ 
ical. It enables a president to 
respond to public opinion and 
to escape from past rigidity. 
Richard Nixon is the first ac­ 
tivist Republican politician to 
be president since Theodore 
Roosevelt—whom 
he 
greatly 
admires—and this makes him 
more flexible, more effective 
and more in tune with majori­ 
ty sentiment. 
Mr. Nixon is proving himself 
to be an unconservative con­ 
servative. This is true because 
he does not use conservative 
words to neglect national prob­ 
lems 
but 
uses conservative 
principles to deal with them. 
This disappoints some on the 
lar right and displeases many 
political 
liberals. 
But Presi­ 
dent Nixon is convinced il is 
both go» d poluw and god poli­ 
tics. He’s probably right.
